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EUROPE SEETHING 
WITH INDIGNATION 


Professor Ferrer’s Execution by 
Spanish Government Has Weak- 
ened Church and State. 


London, Oct. 15.—Despatches from 
all over Europe preve that Professor 
Ferrer’s execution has weakened the 
props of both state and church, has 
aroused republicans, angered radicals 
and infuriated anarchists to a pitch 
where they will stop at nohing. In 
London, no public manifesation of 
sympathy for Professor Ferrer has 
been made yet, but the feeling grows 
even among conservative men that in 
shooting him the Spanish government 
acted with grievous precipitaney. It 
is greatly feared here that the Anar- 
chists will revenge themselves on 
King Alionso personally. His and his 
government’s disregard of the Pope’s 
appeal for clemency for Prof, Ferrer 
is regarded as a grave blunder and an 
outburst in Barcelona is expected at 
any moment. Anarchists here who 
knew Prof, Ferrer will swear he never 
took part “in a campaign of the act- 
ive section.” They say his only aim 
was to inculcate anarchist and secu- 
jarist doctrines by educative methods. 

Long Live the Modern §chools.

Prof. Ferrer refused to kneel, and 
standing erect as the rifles were turn- 
ed upon him, exclaimed: ‘Aim 
straight; long live the modern 


schools.” 
Justifies the Execution” 

Madrid, Oet, 14.—EKopea, a govern- 
ment organ, today publishes the fol- 
lowing comment on the execution of 
Professor Ferrer: “The work of just- 
ice has been accomplished, Professor 
Ferrer was given every right in the 
matter of his defense and the laws of 
the country were ;7rupulously — ob- 
served, We believe that he had been 
condemned by the copsciences of the 
majority of Spaniards, including those 
who now profess to be horror strick- 
en, 

Mob Breaks Loose in Rome. 

Rome, Oct, 14.—A mob attempted 
to invade the Spanish college late this 
evening as a result of putting Prof. 
Ferrer to death. There was a tough 
struggle between the rioters and the 
troops, At one time the troops were 
nearly overpowered, Eventually the 


mob was repulsed, The rioters at- 
tacked many of the big shops and 
some af the chief hotels, smashing 


windows, Similar damage was done 
in some of the suburbs, apparently 
done by roughs, who took advantage 
of the general unrest. Eight squad- 
rons of cavalry and four regiments 
of infantry have been sammoned to 
reinforce the garrison here, They will 
arvive during the night. 
Pope is Dejected. 

The Pope is dejected over Professor 
Ferrer’s execution and fears it will 
gravely injure the interests of the 
church and the monarchy in Spain. 
His holiness when he received a 
telegram apnouncing the execution 
exclaimed sadly; ‘May heaven have 
merey on his soul.” 

The general strike called as a pro- 
test against (he execution of Professor 
Ferrer is complete, although it is dis- 
approved by a majority of the Social- 
ists. The narchists are preparing a 
great demonstration for tomorrow, The 
Vatican is strongly guarded, The Pope 
is not alarmed, but his entourage 
fears voilence, Which is not likely. 

The police have requested Cardinal 
Merry Del Val, Papal secretary of 
state, to remain in the Vatican, as 
they could not guarantee his personal 
safety. Cardinal Vives Y Tuto, who 
is of Spanish birth, left the Vatican 
in disgust and is hiding in a Capu- 
chin convent. An attempt was made 
tonight to plunge the city into dark- 
ness, but the police prevented it. 
They escorted the lamp lighters on 
their rounds, Photographs of Prof, 
decorated with flowers and 
with lighted candles ‘before them are 
exposed in the streets. 

Demonstration in Paris. 

Paris, Oct. 14.—The demonstrations 
in protest at the execution of Pysiesor 
Ferrer were very marked throughout 
France today, and from reports re 
ceived tonight they still continue 
The Latin quarter here is seething, 
and several times during the evening 
a strong foree of police scattered the 
manifestants. During the night «tud- 
ents in the Latin quarter burned King 
Alfonso in effigy. 

Serious disturbances occurred today 
at Lyons, where thousands of work- 
ingmen, Socialists. and anarchists 
paraded, They broke the windows of 
the reactionary newspapers and fought 
the police, Revolvers and other wea- 
pons were fired without restraint. 
Several city councils have adopted 
resolutions of protest against the exe- 
eution. The mayor of Cherbourg has 
returned te the Spanish embassy the 
insignia of the order of the Catholics, 
which was presented to him by King 
Alfonse.

ployees of the dockyards being prom- 
inent in the movement. The streets 
are filled with excited groyps. 
Bombs Explode in Barcelona. 

Cerbere, France, Oct. 14.—News 
from Barcelona states that two bombs 
explosions occurred there today, both 
aiter the bombs had been taken pos- 
sesion of ‘by the authorities, The 
first occurred this morning while the 
bomb was being conveyed to a labora- 
tory for examination, No damage was 
cone, The other bomb was found this 
afternoon and was placed in a special 
stee] wagon, where it exploded with- 
out doing any harm.

Contribute $250,000 to the Pro- 
posed Ex:position. 


“The first duty of the provincial

R. L. Borden in Address in Halifax 
Announces Party Convention 


For Next Year.

Halifax, N. S., Oct. 14.—The_ pur- 
poses of naval defence and what ‘t 
means for Canada as well as the 
needs of the fortheoming convention 
of the Comservative party were set 
forth tonight by R. L. Borden, Con- 
servative leader at a large public 
meeting. As to Canada’s future in 
the Empire Mr, Borden said; ‘‘Sha!l 
Canada, as Mr. Goldwin Smith de- 
sires and predicts, become part of the 
great Aimerican Republic? or shali 
we follow the aspirations of Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, who believes that Can- 
ada will severe her connection with 
the British Empire as a ripe apple 
drops from a tree? or shall we |- 
low the ideal of Sir John A. MeDon- 
ald, who foresaw aua predicted a cor- 
dial and healthy alliance with the 
mother country by which Canada 
would become a powerful nation, 
owning alliance to the British Sover- 
eign and flag and maintaining the ad- 
vantage of connection with the great- 
est Empire of the wolrd? Surely it i 
the latter idea which today is being 
realized; and with it may there come 
to our people an increasing appre- 
ciation of the value of British citizen- 
ship.” 

On Naval Defence. 

In speaking of the policy of naval 
defence Mr .Borden, Racainin any 
idea of being a militarist, declared: 
“Nationhood involves certain respon- 
sibilities from which we cannot es- 
cape. One of these responsibilities is 
the duty of defending our borders 
ad of taking effective “eps to pr- 
tect our commerce and trade routes. 
It is sometimes said that if Canada 
was independent the sect of the Uni- 
ted States. would afford. us an all suf- 
ficient protection. Woes any reas- 
onable man imagine that such pro- 
tection would be given without a very 
ample Quid Pre Quo? To suggest 
such an idea is to refute it. The 
House of Commons last session laid 
down a certain policy touching naval 
defence in which both parties united. 
It may not have satistied the aspir- 
ations of all Conservatives; but ‘t 
seemed our bounded duty to plece, 
if possible, above the }imits of par- 
Lisan strife, a question so vital and 
so far reaching and to attain we 
standard which has for many years 
gyvdrned both political purties in 
Great Britain with respect to foreign 
relations.” 

Time Ripe for Convention. 

After referring to the party pro- 
gramme, he had laid down in Hali- 
fax two years ago, Mr, Borden an- 
nounced that the time, long delayed, 
had come for a National Convention 
of the Conservative party. He said: 
“The time has come when this im- 
poe step should no longer be -e- 
ayed and I ain glad to announce that 
during the year 1910 we expect ‘to 
hold # great convention of the Liberal 
Conservative party of Canada, thor- 
oughly representative, not only of 
every province but of every import- 
ant. district within each province. 
Great questions will come before that 
convention for consideration and de- 
termination, These will inelude not 
only great questions of policy, but 
matters touching the thoroughly ef- 
fective organization #1 the party, and 
it is not too much to say that the re- 
sult of the next general elections, 
which may be held even earlier than 
we now expect, will depend upon the 
enthusiasm and vigor with which the 
Conservatives of Canada anite in 
making the convention the splendid 
success I believe it will be.’ 

The convention will be held in eith- 
er Ottawa or Winnipeg.

EXPLORER COOK IS 
NOW ON DEFENSIVE 


t4e Emphatically Declares Montana 
Guide's Affidavit Declaring 
Mount McKinley Ascent Never 
Accomplished, is False—Says He 
Will Prove His Claims. 


Philadelphia, Penn., Oct. 4.—"T 
have nothing to hide; my record is 
clear. 1 reached the top of Mount 
McKinley and T discovered the Nort) 
Pole. I do not want to enter into 
any controversy but I cannot remain 
idle and see my character besmirch- 
ed, I will prove everything satisfac- 
torily.” 

In this way Dr, Frederick Cook, the 
Varooklyn explorer, tonigMt entered 
an emphatic denial of statements on- 
tained in the affidavits of Edwin N. 
Barrel, the Montana guide who was 
a member of the Mount MeKinley ex- 
pedition, concerning the surmounting 
ot the highest point in this country. 

“1 will meet Barrel in New York 
Saturday morning” said Dr, Cook. 
“I will see him at the Explorer's 
club. At that time most probably 
the truth of hia affidevit will be 
threshed out. I emphatically deny 
that Barrel took any dictation from 
me or that he kept any notes or 
diary concerning the ascension of whe 
mountain. Of course he may have 
kept personal notes, but of them | 
know nothing, I had nothing to do 
with them and did not authorize him 
to change any date whmtsoever. 

“He was one of the packers, hav- 
ing joined the expedition in Alaska 
with the understanding that he would 
not be paid unless there was enough 
money left after the others had been 
paid. He joined the party of his own 
ageord. He desired to share “Pot 
luck,’” but he will be paid for his 
services. . 

“By barometric observations I[ 
found the height of Mount McKinley 
to be about 20,390 feet, By triangu- 
lation the elevation was slightly less. 
I had at least two barometers with 
me and probably four.”

Toronto World Must Pay Damages 
For lajuring Property. 


Toronto, October 14.—It will cost 
the Toronto World just $100 and costs 
for having printed a fake ghost story,

Farmers Holding Their Grain. 

Asked as to the movement of grain 
over the C. P. R. lines to the head of 
navigation, Mr. Whyte stated that 
there has been an inerease of from 
five to six million bushels of grain 
over the amount shipped by this time 
last year. This he attributed almost 
entirely to the great increase in pro- 
duction, as a greater amount of grain 
was being held in the country than 
last year. Although prices at present 
were good many of the farmers anti- 
cipated higher prices later on and 
were inclined to hold their grain off 
the market awaiting a more favorable 
opportunity. 

“The shipments are being handled 
very well this season,” said Mr, 
Whyte, “and there does not appear 
to be any likelihood of a car short- 
age.”’

TYPHOID FEVER AT =| 
PRESENT IN THE CITY 


Thought to be No Fear of an Epide- 
mic Though Many Cases Coming 
in From the Country District— 
Percentage of Fever Small Com- 
pared Wyth Other Cities. 


— 


“The typhoid fever in the city at 
the present time is far from being ‘n 
the stage of an epidemic” said Medi- 
cal Health Offieer Dr. Whitelaw to 
the Bulletin yesterday, when speak- 
ing of the eases in the city at the pre 
sent time. It was pointed out to him 
that there are now nineteen cases at 
the General Hospital, eighteen at the 
Public, and seven in the Mesericordia 
besides a half dozen or more in oy 
vate homes, but these he contended 
were no more than the usual num- 
ber at this time of the year. 

“You must bear in mind,” he con- 
tinued, “that more than half of these 
have come from the country districts, 
from Clover Bar mines, from e 
Packing Plant ana from the GTM. 
work, Taking this number out, the 
percentage of less than one per thous- 
and for the city is nt a large one 
and is a far better showing than ‘s 
made in most Western cities at cis 
season of the year.” 

No Banger From River W ter. 

On one point Dr. Whitelaw was 
emphatic, that is that the disease was 
not arising from the river water 
which had shown no sign of con- 
tamination. from analyses made on 
various occasions. “If the water was 
impure” he said “there would be far 
more cases in the city than at pre- 
sent and the people of weaker con- 
stitution would ‘be the first 10 suffer.’ 

The heaith department intends to 
make a thorough investigation at the 
end of the present month into the 
cause, so far as ean be found out, of 
all the cases in the city at the pre- 
sent time. As far as can now be as- 
certained some have arisen from abd 
wells ,and others have been caused 
by the common house flies which are 
the greatest disseminators of the 
disease in the month of October and 
November. 

May be Danger from Sewers. 

“T intend shertly in conjunction 
with the medical health officer of 
Strathcona to make a thorough inves- 
tigation of the river bank on both 
sides of the intake’? continued Dr. 
Whitelaw. “It is‘possible that there 
may be some source of contamination 
on the south side of the river in the 
Vicinity of Walter's mills.” 

The Strathcona sewer which enter 
the river above the Edmonton intake 
is carried down some distance under 
_Weter and discharges below the in- 
take. If there are no defects in the 
sewer there is no danger of contami- 
nation of Edmonton's supply ‘rom 
this source, but if it is leaky there 
is grave danger, This will also. ve 
investigated. 

Intake Must Se Moved. 

“While 1 can see no danger at the 
present it is certain that within the 
next few years the intake must be 
removed from its present place. 
whether the. gravity. system of Me. 
Gray is adopted or the water on- 
tinues to be taken from the river 
there nrust shortly be a change as 
With the growth of the city the dager 
of contamination will become 
very real,”

WESTERN HOTELS IMPROVING. 

Assistant Secretary of Travellers As- 
sociation to be Etablished in Ed 
monton,

“Because of the efforts of our as- 
sociation, the character of the “hotels 
in northwest Canada is materially im- 
proving,” he said just before leaving 
the city. ‘In fact, the hotels in the 
larger citics along the C. P. R. now 
furnish us with every luxery except 
nine-foot sheets for the benefit of our 
long and lanky members, 

“Let me explain, In some of the 
hotels, the beds are too short for men 
say six feet or-Mmore tall, and the 
heets are still shorter. When these 
fellows go to leep in such a bed, their 
feet protrude out beyond the limits of 
the sheets and get cold, This is some- 
thing that they have always kicked 
about, and they have a right to. But 
I do not suppose it will ever be pos- 
sible for us to interest the provincial 
or Dominion governments sufficie nily 
to get a law making nine-ioot sheets 
compuleory, 

“It was only a few years ago that 
many of the hotels we had to patronize 
Were something to be dreaded. They 
were run simply as an exepse for con- 
ducting a bar. But through the ini- 
tidtive of our association, backed d- 
mirably by the Attorney General’s de- 
partm ent, we have put most of these 
objectionable places out of business, 
and those remaining are much im- 
proved, It i only in the smallest 
towns that we have any trouble now, 

“The membership in this district is 
550, placing it second “to Winnipeg,
